Keport of Relief Committee 
Eilteen boxes have been pack¬ 
ed containing 7lj() adult and 12b:] 
childrens’ garments and Idl 
comfoi'ts making a total of 19(il) 
gai'iuents. Foui- of these boxes 
went to the Belgian Itelief; three 
to the Flench itelief and tive to ^ 
the Italian Itelief. 

A box containing 290 adult ^ 
and 100 children’s garments : 
with IS comforts was .sent on the i 
fir.st Itelief ship which went over j 
seas in the spring. During the 
week of tlie drive foi' refugee' 
garments 1500 pounds of cloth- j 
ing was packed and .sent under : 
the leadership of Mrs. Hill. We | 
have had donations during the! 
year to the amount of $l:].00. 
t'ive dollars from the primary 
chuss of the Congregational 1 
church, which was turned into 
V the chapter treasury. Five dol¬ 
lars fi om a friend and three dol¬ 
lars from the Moilern Pricillas. 
V\ e have sold ^5.10 worth of 
cast-off. Two pairs of shoes at 
$2.00 a pear, and other goods. 
Four dollars through Mrs. Hill’.s 
effoi ts. A food sale was al.so held 
making $2.75. 

We have spent $11.1)0 for ma¬ 
terials, leaving a balance of 
$i:j.05.

Siib.scription.s 

The subsci'iber.s to the Second 
Red Cross War Fund numbeied 
785, to which .should really be 
added practically all of the 
school childien and many other 
unidentified conti'ibutors to the 
Lawrence Memorial Fund. 

The total amount subscribed 
was .$7,114.25 which is over $2bb 
more than the first War Fund, 
which finally reached $(1,811.80, 
and was all collected except 
$19.75. 

This year $1991.50 was in 
pledges. 

At the end of October there 
has been collected $(),()57 in cash_ 
and $9.50 in Liljorty Bonds, a 
total of $7007. This leaves but 
$107.25 still due on pledges 
which is about the .same pro¬ 
portion as last year at similar 
time but we evpect to collect all 
but about $15.00. 

The most pleasing feature of 
the campaign was the wonder¬ 
ful support given by the pc‘oi)le 
of moderate means., 

There was only one sub.scrip- 
tion of $.500, eleven of $100 each, 
eight of $7(> and eighteen of $60 
emdi, making a total for these .28 
argest'subscriptions of $3100.

“To the American Pcoiple: / 

“One year ago 22,000,000 Americans, hy enroll¬ 
ing as members of the Fied Cioss at Christmas time, 
.sent to the men who are fighting our battles oveu- 
seas a stimulating mes.sage of cheer and good will. 
They made it clear that otir people were of their 
own free choice united with their Govermnent in 
the determination not only to wage war with the in¬ 
struments of destruction, but also by every means in 
their ])ower to repair the ravages of the invader and 
sustain .uul renew the spiiit of the army and of tlie 
hames which they repr(>.sented. The friends of the 
Americtin Red Cross in Italy, Belgium and France 
havt! told tind will tell agtiin the story of how the 
Red Cross workers restored monile in the hosjiitids, 
in the ciunps tind at tlie cantf)nments, and we ought 
lo he very proud tluit we have been permitted to be 
of service to tho.se suffring and whose glory are the 
heritiigo of humanity.

“.Now, hy God’.s grace, the Red (’ro.ss (riiristnuis 
message of 1918 is to b(» a message of peace as well 
;is a ine.ssage of good-will. But iieace floo.s not nietin 
that we can fold our htinds.* It means further sacri¬ 
fice. W’e must piove conclu.sively to an attentive 
world tiuit Amerioii is porimmently aiou.sed to tlie 
needs of tlie new t'lji, our old indifference gone for¬ 
ever. 

“2'he exact natiiro of the future .service of the 
Red (’l oss will deiieiid upon the program of the tisso- 
ciated governments, hut there is immediate need to¬ 
day for every hetirtening word and for every help¬ 
ful service. W'e miust not forget that our soldiers 
and sailors are still under orders and still have duties 
to perform of the highest conseipience, and that the 
Red Cross Cliristmas membershii) means a great deal 
to them. 

Assurance Needed 

“The iH'ople of tlie stuldened lands, moreover, re¬ 
turning home today, where tliere are no homes, must 
hiive tlie Jissuriince that the hearts of oiir people tire 
with them in the dark and doubtful ahead. Let us 
so far as we can, lieli) them back to faith in mercy 
and in future happiness. 

“As president of the Red Cross, conscious in this 
great hour of the value of such a message from the 
Americjin people, I should be glad if every .American 
would join the Red Cross for 1919, ;uid thus send 
forth to the whole luimtin family the Chi istmas geet- 
ing which it waits for which it sttinds in greatest 
need.

Christmas 


American Red Cross Aids With 
Supplies and Comforts in the 
Equipment of Valiant 
Army. 


T he following message has been telegraphed by the 
War Council of the American Red Cross to each one 
)f the 3,857 chapters: 

“On February 10th, last year, nearly six weeks be¬ 
fore the United States declared war, National Red Cross 
Headquarters advised ifs chapters to prepare for war. 
That which has followed in the record of the Red Cross 
in helping to win this war and to relieve the suffering 
growing out of it, constitutes something of which every 
American citizen has a right to be proud. Every Ameri 
can Red Cross w’orker mu.st feel a sense of gratitude in 
having had a .share in it all. 

“The moment is now come to prepare for peace. 
Until peace is really here and our soldiers home there 
can be no relaxation in any Red, Cross effort incident to 
active hostilities. 

“But even with peace, let no one suppose that the 
work of the Red Cross is finished. Millions of American 
boys are still under arms. Thousands of them are sick 
and wounded. Owing to the shortage in shipping, it may 
take a year or more to bring our boys home from France. 
But whatever the time, our protecting arms must be about 
them and their families over the whole period which 
mu.st elapse before the normal life of peace can be re 
sumed. 

“Our soldiers and sailors are enlisted until the Com¬ 
mander in Chief tells them there is no more work for 
them to do in the war. Let every Red Cro.ss member and 
worker—and this means both men and women—show 
our returning soldiers and sailors that to care for their 
health, welfare and happiness we are enlisted for no less 
period than they are. 

“The cessation of w'ar will reveal a picture of miserj’ 
such as the world has never seen before, especially in 
the many countries which cannot help themselves. The 
American people will expect the Red Cross to continue 
to act as their agent in repairing broken spirits and 
broken bodies. Peace terms and peace conditions will 
determine how we may best minister to the vast stricken 
areas which have been harrowed by war, and for this 
great act of mercy the heart and spirit of the American 
people must continue to be mobilized through the Amer 
ican Red Cro.ss. 

“On behalf of the War Council, we accordingly ask 
each member of our splendid body of workei-s through¬ 
out the land to bear in mind the solemn obligation which 
rests upon each one to ‘carry on.’ We cannot abate one 
instant in our efforts or in our .spirit.^. There will be 
abundance of work to do, and specific advices will be 
given, but even at the moment of peace let no Red Cross
